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School  Report 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  realized  that  many  changes 
would  have  to  be  made  in  order  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  State  laws,  some  of  which  were  passed  at  the  last  session  of 
the  legislature  and  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town  last  spring. 
It  was  also  very  plain  to  officials  that  there  would  not  be  enough 
money  to  do  all  of  the  things  required  and  that  the  best  that  could  be 
done  would  be  to  so  expend  that  which  was  available  as  to  bring  our 
school  system  up  to  a  standard  acceptable  to  the  State  authorities, 
until  an  opportunity  was  afforded  to  complete  the  changes  necessary, 
in  order  to  draw  aid  from  the  State. 

Fortunately,  the  State  school  year  and  the  town  year  begin  at 
different  dates;  the  former  beginning  July  1,  and  the  latter  at  the 
time  of  the  annual  town  meeting.  Thirty  weeks  of  school  must  now 
be  given  in  all  schools  during  the  State  year  from  July  to  July,  but  this 
does  not  mean  that  we  will  have  to  have  the  thirty  weeks  in  the  town 
year  although  we  have  pretty  nearly  done  this  this  year  with  a  small 
overdraw.  We  were  disappointed  in  not  being  able  to  get  from  the 
State  the  fund  which  is  known  as  "The  Equalization  Fund"  and  which 
was  given  to  the  town  last  year.  A  change  in  the  law  by  the  last 
legislature  made  it  impossible  for  us  to  obtain  the  fund  over  the  dis- 
tribution of  which  neither  the  town  nor  the  State  authorities  now  have 
control. 

We  have  employed  as  good  teachers  as  we  have  been  able  to  obtain 
at  the  prices  which  we  could  pay.  We  have  in  all  cases  kept  those 
teachers  whose  work  was  most  satisfactory  to  both  the  officials  and 
the  parents  concerned  in  their  schools,  and  have  given  them  deserved 
increases  in  their  pay. 

The  matter  of  conveying  pupils  has  given  us  the  usual  amount  of 
inconvenience  but  you  will  note  by  the  expense,  $411.00,  that  we 
have  made  a  saving  of  $16.00  over  last  year,  although  we  have  had 
nearly  three  more  weeks  of  school  and  have  had  two  additional  cases. 
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We  found  the  text-books  entirely  inadequate,  in  poor  condition 
and  not  suited  to  the  needs  of  a  modern  course  of  study  such  as  we 
must  now  have  under  the  State  laws.  In  consequence  of  this  condi- 
tion we  began  to  study  our  needs  during  the  spring  term  and,  during 
the  summer  vacation,  we  went  as  far  as  we  were  able  in  the  direction 
of  improvement.  At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  we  introduced  the 
State  course  of  study  and  placed  some  new  text-books  in  the  hands  of 
the  pupils.  The  results  were  most  gratifying.  We  now  have  our 
schools  well  graded  and  by  following  a  re-arranged  course  of  study, 
introducing  the  necessary  text-books  and  enough  of  them  immediate- 
ly, we  will  find  ourselves  much  better  off  than  we  could  have  thought 
possible  last  spring. 

As  to  repairs  of  the  buildings,  there  is  much  to  be  accomplished 
out  of  the  fund  raised  for  this  purpose,  it  has  been  the  custom  to  pay 
the  house  cleaning  bills,  which  is  no  small  item  if  properly  done,  and 
many  others  of  a  like  nature.  These  items  alone  take  nearly  $75.00 
each  year  and  explains  why  this  account  is  always  over  expended. 
Some  repair  work  has  been  done  this  year  but  much  more  ought  to  be 
done  next  year.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  improve  the  equipment 
in  most  of  the  houses.  The  seats  are  in  very  poor  shape  and  the 
blackboards  in  all  of  the  buildings  except  the  Centre  school  are 
almost  useless.

State  of  Maine  Penobscot  88. 

To  A.  L.  Tolman,  a  constable  of  the  town  of  Newburg  in  said  County, 

Greeting: 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine,  you  are  hereby  required  to 
notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Newburg,  qualified 
by  law  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  assemble  at  the  town  house  in  said 
town  of  Newburg,  on  Monday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  1917,  at 
ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit: 

Art.  1.    To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.    To  choose  a  clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.    To  hear  the  report  of  town  officers  and  act  thereon. 

Art.  4.  To  choose  selectmen,  assessors  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  5.  To  choose  one  member  of  the  school  committee  for  three 
years  and  one  for  two  years. 

Art.  6.    To  choose  a  town  treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  7.  To  choose  a  collector  of  taxes  and  agree  what  per  cent  to 
pay  him  for  collecting  the  same  and  fix  date  of  settlement. 

Art.  8.  To  choose  a  town  auditor  and  fire  warden  and  all  other 
necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  9.    To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  common  schools. 

Art.  10.    To  raise  money  for  the  support  of  the  poor. 
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Art.  11.    To  raise  money  for  incidental  expenses. 
Art.  12.    To  raise  money  for  roads  and  bridges. 
Art.  13.    To  raise  money  for  repairs  on  school  houses. 
Art.  14.    To  raise  money  for  school  books. 

Art.  15.  To  raise  money  to  pay  tuition  of  pupils  attending  high 
schools. 

Art.  16.    To  raise  money  for  abatements. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  "yes"  or  "no"  on  the  ques- 
tion of  appropriating  and  raising  money  necessary  to  entitle  the  town 
to  State  aid  as  provided  in  Section  20  of  Chapter  130  of  the  Public 
Laws  of  1913. 

Art.  18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  and  raise  the  sum  of 
$533.00  for  the  improvement  of  the  section  of  State  aid  roacl  as  out- 
lined in  the  report  of  the  State  Highway  Commissions,  in  addition  to 
the  amounts  regularly  raised  for  the  care  of  ways,  highways  and 
bridges;  the  above  amount  being  the  maximum  amount  which  the 
town  is  allowed  to  raise  under  the  provisions  of  Section  19  of  Chapter 
130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913. 

Art.  19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  money  and  what  sum 
for  the  maintenance  of  State  aid  highways  during  the  ensuing  year, 
within  the  limits  of  the  town  under  the  provisions  of  Section  9  of 
Chapter  130  of  the  Public  Laws  of  1913.

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Superintendent  of  Schools'  Report 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Newburg: 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  my  first  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  your  Schools.  I  shall  present  to  you  the  con- 
ditions as  I  have  observed  them  in  the  numerous  visits  which  I  have 
made  to  the  schools  during  the  two  terms  that  I  have  been  in  the 
field. 

SCHOOLHOUSES 

When  I  first  went  about  the  town  I  was  impressed  with  the  fact  of 
how  conveniently  located  the  schools  were  to  most  of  the  pupils. 
A  closer  observation  of  each  schoolhouse  has  revealed  conditions 
which  can  be  bettered.  There  is  not  a  single  building  in  the  town 
with  the  modern  single  seat,  or  desk.  The  two  schools  on  the 
"North"  road  have  benches,  and  the  others  have  the  double  seats. 
The  tops  of  many  of  the  desks  at  the  Gilmore  school  are  very  rough. 
The  Center  school  is  equipped  with  nice  smooth  blackboards  and  they 
are  well  located  so  the  pupils  and  teacher  can  use  them  to  advantage. 
The  other  schools  are  not  as  fortunate  in  this  respect.  At  both  the 
Arnold  and  Hill  schools  the  underpining  is  in  bad  repair  and  the 
longer  this  work  is  postponed  the  greater  will  be  the  cost.  At  the 
present  time  it  will  cost  about  $20.  to  repair  each  building.  If  the 
work  is  delayed  until  the  walls  fall  in  the  expense  will  be  greater. 
Much  could  be  said  about  the  ventilation.  Most  people  connected 
with  schools  are  convinced  that  the  so-called  cross  lights  which  are 
produced  by  having  windows  on  several  sides  of  class  rooms  are 
injurious  to  the  eyes.  For  this  reason  I  believe  that  the  windows 
should  be  provided  with  curtains  or  shades  so  that  the  light  can  come 
to  the  scholar  only  from  the  back  of  the  room,  or  from  the  left  side. 
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TEACHERS 


I  believe  that  the  teachers  in  Newburg  have  been  doing  creditable 
work,  and  that  the  scholars  have  made  satisfactory  progress.  I 
believe  too,  that  it  is  an  advantage  for  the  pupils  in  a  school  for  the 
teacher  to  remain  in  that  school  for  several  terms  provided  of  course 
that  she  is  competent  for  the  particular  school.  In  three  of  the 
schools  there  has  been  the  same  teacher  both  terms  that  I  have  been 
here.  In  these  days  when  so  many  towns  provide  for  janitors  in  their 
schools  it  is  becoming  a  serious  problem  to  hire  a  teacher  and  require 
her  to  do  this  work  without  pay  for  it.  The  better  teachers  will  go 
to  those  towns  where  the  teaching  positions  are  attractive.  It  is  not 
attractive  to  a  teacher  to  walk  half  a  mile  through  the  snow,  then 
shovel  paths,  (If  there  are  any),  and  build  a  fire.  I  believe  that 
Newburg  should  take  this  forward  step.  Many  will  observe  that 
the  salaries  paid  the  teacher  have  advanced  over  what  were  paid  last 
year.  A  further  observation  would  prove  that  the  price  of  board  has 
been  raised  and  the  teachers'  net  income  is  the  same. 


ATTENDANCE 

I  was  very  much  pleased  with  the  attendance  during  the  Fall  term. 
By  reason  of  severe  weather,  sickness  and  other  reasons,  during  the 
Winter  term  the  attendance  has  been  lower.  Co-operation  between 
parent  and  teacher  will  prove  helpful  in  preserving  better  attendance. 

CONVEYANCE 

By  reason  of  combining  the  Miller  and  Hill  schools  it  has  been 
necessary  to  have  another  conveyance,  which  however  costs  less  than 
maintaining  both  schools  with  the  extra  fuel  expense.  There  has 
been  some  misunderstanding  in  this  matter  and  I  quote  from  trie 
School  Laws  of  1915  as  follows: — (The  underscoring  is  my  own). 
"The  superintendent  of  schools  in  each  town  shall  procure  the  con- 
veyance of  all  common  school  pupils  residing  in  his  town,  a  part  or  the 
whole  of  the  distance,  to  and  from  the  nearest  suitable  schoolhouse, 
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for  the  number  of  weeks  for  which  schools  are  maintained  in  each 
year,  when  such  pupils  reside  at  such  a  distance  from  the  school  as  in 
the  judgment  of  the  superintending  school  committee  shall  render 
such  conveyance  necessary.  Nothing  is  said  about  the  coneyance 
being  covered,  that  is  left  to  the  local  committee. 

FLAGS 

There  are  some  schoolhouses  in  town  where  there  are  flags  but  no 
means  of  flying  them  by  reason  of  no  ropes,  broken  pulleys,  and  absence 
of  pole.  In  these  days  of  bloodshed  across  the  water  how  can  a 
teacher  impress  her  pupils  with  the  dignity  and  honor  of  the  flag,  as 
well  as  its  past  history  where  there  are  no  means  for  its  display. 
Sec.  52  of  the  School  Law  says  that  the  superintendent  shall  see  that 
the  flag  is  displayed  and  that  the  town  shall  annually  raise  a  sufficient 
amount  to  make  this  possible.  Furthermore  this  sum  must  be 
separate  from  all  other  school  money.  I  would  suggest  an  appropri- 
ation of  $15  for  this  purpose. 

GENERAL  REMARKS 

From  a  careful  consideration  of  the  respective  accounts  I  would 
recommend  the  following  appropriations  for  the  different  school 
accounts: —
